If yet were asked abeut the coinare of the Semmer Is- 
lands, would yeu know of which the inquirer speke? De 
you inew where these 365 islands are er by what name 
they are now called? De yeu knew of the mint masters” 
and their coinace in our colenial peried? Of the oris- 
imal thirteen colonies, S.S. Crosby describes the eein- 
ace ef ten in his "Early Coins of America". Seme cel- 
exies with more history ef numismatic interest ret more 
coverare im his work, Massachusetts, by example, vets 
the feaders attentien im 176 pares of 372 in the "book. 
Geermia, Tennessee and North Carolina seem to be left 
out ef the velume, hewever,.

His text is se filled 
with quetatiens frem reference’‘decuments that it is at 
times hard te understand. Yet, it sheuld alse preve 
ef deep interest te all true numismatists and histery 
schelars. Te seme ef eur members whe disarree with 
seme ef Cresby's statements, I must quete from Cresby

Judges will score eabh exhibit one time only. 

All exhibits will be judged at one time. That is, 
during the same inspection by all the judges. 

The highest number of points for a fully quelified 
exhibit shall be adjudged winner of first award. 
The second highest number of points for a fully 
qualified exhibit shall be adjudged the winner of 
the second award if such is given. 


10, Fxhibitors competing for awards must have owned the

By-Laws 


Part 1. Constitution 
Article 1. Name Afid Object 


Section 1. The name of this organization shall be the 
San Diego Numismayic Society here-in-after referred 
to as the Society. 


Section 2, the object of the Society shall be to pro- 
mote,develop,and foster numismatics in all its branches 
along educational,historical,and scientific lines,and 
to provide opportunities for good fellowship. fhe club 
shall also promote coin collecting among the general 
public. (May acquire a library of numismatic literature 
for the use of its members, and may form and maintain 
a cabinet o€ numismatic specimens. ) 

Article 2. Membership 

Section 1. Any person of good character who is inter 
ested in the objects and activities of the Society, 

and who agrees to abide by its rules shall be elig- 
ible for membership. 


Section 2. The membership of the Society shall consist 
of Active Members, Junior Members,and Honorary Members. 


Section 3. Active Members shall be those persons « 
eighteen years of age or over. They shall have the 
right to vote to hold office as here-in-after provided. 


Section 4, Junior Members shall be those persons who 
have not reachdd their 183Th, birthday, They shall not 
have the right to vote or hold any office except that 
of Vice President Junior. (They may participate in - 
Auctions only when they have written consent of a par- 
ent or guardian,or the sponsorship of an Adult Member. 


Section 5. Honorary Members shall be those persons whom 
the Society deems worthy of special recogination for 
services rendered in the cause of numismatics. Such 
recognition maybe granted for a single service or a 
series services rendered over a period of time. 
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Section 6. No member in good standing shall be denied 
access to the membership roster. 


Article 3. Officers 


Section 1. The following elective officers shall be 
chosen from the Active Membership in good standing 
a President,a. Vice President, a Secretary, a Treasurer 


and five members of the Executive Soard. No member 
shall hold two offices concurrently. 


Section A junior Vice President shall be elected 
from the Junior members of the Society. 


Section 3. The five members of the Executive Board 
shall be elected for a period of three years each 
two members to be elected each year for two years, 
and one member to be elected every third year, 


Section 4, The elective officers shall be chosen by 

ballot at the December meeting, and shall serve for 
a period of one year or until their successors have 

been duly elected and installed. 


Section 5. Appointive officers, chairmen of commit- 
tees and committee members , shall be appointed by 
the president as here-in-after provided, and they 
shall serve for the calendar year or until dismissed 
by the President, 

Section 6. Impeachment of officers for negiigence 

of duty shall be accomplished by a two-thirds 
majority vote of the Executive Board. 


Article 4, Meetings 


Secthon 1, All regular meetings of the Society shall 
be held in metropolitan San Diego, on a date and at 
a place and time deemed suitable to the needs and 
conveniences of a majority of the membership. 


Section 2. Special meetings maybe held at such 
time and place as the occasion may require, provided 
all members are duly notified. 


Article 5. Revenue 
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Section 1. The principal revenue of the Society shall 
be derived from dues and/or fees as maybe provided 
by thBse By-Laws. 


Section 2. Other sources of revenue maybe developed 
from activities of the Society. 


Section 3. The revenues of the Society shall be so- 
lely for expenses incurred in the conduct of its 
meetings and activities and in promoting the objects 
of the Society as set forth here-to-fore. 


Section 4, The Socie¥y shall be a non-profit organ- 
ization with liquidation beneftts going to another 
non-profit numismatic organizations in the State of 
California or in the United States. 


Article 6. Government 


Section 1. The governing power of the Society shall 
be vested in a body to be known as the Executive & 
Board, which shall consist of the President, Vice 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, the immediate Past 
President,and five elected members,each of whom shall 
have one vote. The Executive Board shall meet once 
each month and it may submit to each regular meeting 
a reading of the minutes of its proceedings. 


Section 2, Any member in good standing may attend 
these Board meetings and may perticipate in its 
discussions, but may not have a vote, 


Section 3. Any action of the Executive Board maybe 
subject to review and revisions by the Society as a 
whole at any regular meeting. The Board may refer 
any matter, which it deems proper,to the membership 
for Action. 


Part 2. Operations 
Article 1. Meetings 
Section 1, regular meeting of. the Society shall be 


held on the first Monday of each month, or for spe- 
cial occasins or when holidays conflict, the meeting 
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. Date may be changed by a majority vote at the Exec- 
utive Board meeting and notice there of shall be £ 

~ givenby the Secretary in writing at least 7 days be- 
-fore the date of the said meeting. 


Section 2. Special meetings maybe called by the Pres- 
 ident,or shall be called by the President on the app- 
lication of ten (10) members in good standing, or dy 
~ a mayority vote of the members at a regular meeting. 
sA notice stating the object of such meeting shall be 
delivered or mailed by the Secretary at least 7 days 
prior to the date of such meeting. Should the Pres- 

- ident fail to or refuse to call such meetings,or 
should the Secretary fail or refuse to notify the 

' members, any Active Member in good standing may 

~call the meeting upon giving notice there of in the 
manner provided. 


Section 3. The annual meeting of the members of th e 
Society shall be held in the month of January of 
“each year. at this meeting annual reports of the 
, officers of the Society, as well as committee reports 
will be received, and new officers installed, unless 
"a special meeting is called for that purpose. 


- Section 4, At either regular ot special meetings of 

“ the Society the presence of twenty percent(20) of 

. the Active Members of the Society in good standing 
shall be necessary to constitute a Qubrum for the 
“transaction of business, and any transaction at a 
meeting so constituted shall be valid provided the 

_ same be affirmatively determined upon by a majority 

‘or as maybe otherwise specifically provided for. 


Section 5. At any regular or special meeting of the 
‘Society each Active member present and in good sta- 
nding shall be intitled to one vote. Vote by proxy 

will not be accepted, 


, Article 2, Dues 


"Section 1. The dues of the Society shall be three 
Dollars ($3.) a year for active members and one 
Dollar ($1.) a year for Junior Members, payable in 
advance, 
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Section 2, The dues of new members who join on or 
after July 1, shall be one and one half dollars (1.50) 
for Active Members and fifty cents (.50) for Junior 
Membersfor the remainder of the year. 


Section 3. Any member who fails to pay his dues with 
in 60 days of the due date shall be immediately re- 
moved from the membership of the Society, and all 
benefits and priviledges canceled. 


Article 3. Application for Membership 


Section 1. It being one of the objectives of the Soce 
iety to build a sizeable membership of persons inter- 
ested in Numismatics, all applications for membership 
shall be accepted except for reasonable cause. 


Section 2. Application for active and Junhor Member- 
ship maybe submitted to the membership committee at 
any regular meeting. Applications for Junior Member. 
ship must be signed by at least one (1) parent. The 
Junior applications shall contain parental consent 
for the Junior Members to participate in the Auctions. 


Section 3. Appliciation notice shall be made in the 
Bulletin. If no written objections are received by 
the Secretary, applicants will become members with 
out motion. 


Section 4. Upon receipt of any such objection, the 
Secretary will return the appliciation to the member- 
ship committee, which shall report its findings to 
the membership at the earliest possible meeting. 
Sponsoring member may at any time with draw such 
application. During the discussion of the application 
the meeting shall be closed to non members.

Section 5. Any monies paid shall be returned upon 
rejection of application.

Section 4. An auditing Committee of at least three 
members will be appointed at the December meeting 
to make an annual audit of the records and vroverty 
of the Society.

Section 5. The presiding officer shall appoint at 
the Octover meeting a nominating comnittee to cons- 
ist of at least three members in good standing.

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Article 5, Election of Officers 
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Section 1. After the report of the nov

at all meetings of the Society and of the Executive 
Board. He shall decide all points of order; verform 
all other duties incidental to that office and such 
other duties as are prescribed from time to time by 
action of the memvers; appoint chairmen and all co- 
mmittees and appoint members to all regular and spece 
ial committees,@xcenting when otherwise voted by the 
membershiv.

In case of any 
vacancy in any office, the President shall have the 
cower to appoint 2 s:ccessor to fill the unexpired 
term of such vacancy.

Section 2. Vice President. The Vice President shall 
assume the duties of the President in his absence 
or inability to act, and he shall at all times aid 
and assist the President in the discharge of his a 
duties. 


Section 3. Junior Vice President. The Junior Vice 
President shall assist the President in his duties 
in so far as they pertain to the Junior Membership. 
He shall particularly endeavor to aid and encourage 
the Zunior Members to take part in club activities, 
making displays, etc, 


Seetion 4 Tresurer, The Treasurer shall receive 
receipt for and account for all monies, securities 
and funds which are the property of the Society. He 
shall deposit all funds in the name of the Society 
only, in a bank or banks designated by the Executive 
Board, He shall disburse no money except by check 

or authorization of the Executive Board (and/or the 
President, ) 


Section 5. Secretary. The Secretary shall keep a 
record in accurate and permanent form of all meet- 
ings of the Society and of meetings of the Executive 
Board, He shall be the custodian of all property of 
the Society not specifically held by other officers 
of the Society. He will issue membership cards and 
keep an accurate record of all members. He will con- 
duct all correspondence on behalf of the Society. 

He will send out notices for meeting. He will coll- 
ect all dues and pay same to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt thereof. He shall keep a record of all 
property of the Society. 


Section 6. Librarian-Curator, The Librarian-Curator 
shall have charge of the books, papers,coins,medals, 
etc.,which the Society now ows or may acquire,and 
he shall provide acess thereto to the members as may 
now or shallhere after be prescribed, 
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(Notice of intent to dispose of Numismatic material 
must be given in writing to the Active Members of 
the Society thirty (30) days in advance of such ac- 
tion, after obtaining Executive Board approval for 
said disposition. ) 


Section 7. Parliamentarian-Historian. fhis officer 
shall familiarize himself with the By-Laws of the 
Society and with Roberts Rules Of Order, and he shall 
be vrepared to furnish information or to procure 

such information on the call of the President or pres- 
iding officer. As Historian he will familiarize him- 
self with the past History of the Society,an d he 
Will vrepare annually in writing a continuing history 
of the Society. He will from time to time recommend 
such changes in the By-Laws and in the procedure of 
the Society, as he may deem proper. This office shall 
be anpointive, such appointment to be made by the 
President. 


Article 7. Loss of Membership 


Section 1. A member of the Society can resign at any 
time by submitting a written letter of resignation. 


Section 2. A member of the Society who has not paid 
his current annual dues by March 1, of the cerrent 
year will be automatically dropped from membership. 
The Secretary will read the names of those members 

to be dropped for non payment of dues, at the regu- 
lar March meeting. In cases where extenuating circe 
umstances exist, the membership can elect by majority 
vote to waive this revuirement. 


Section 3. A member of the Society can be expelled 
from membershin for cause. A two thirds adverse vote 
of the Society will be required to terminate his mem- 
bership. A vote for exolusion can only be taken at a 
regular meeting of the Society, and a motion to exe 
pell him must have been made at the previoua regular 
meeting. A motion to expell from membership must & 
state the cause in writing. Upon receipt of a writ- 
ten motion to expel, duly seconded, the presiding 
officer shall refer the motion to the Executive Board 
for investigation, the report and recommendation of 
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the Board to be presented at the next regular meet 
ing of the Society. 


Article 8. Parliamentary Authority 


Section 1. In matters not specifically covered in 
these By-Laws, the procedure as set forth in Roberts 
Rules of Order shall apply, (a Copy of which shall 
be maintained in the club library. ) 


Article 9 Amendments 


Section 1. These By-Laws,in whole or in part, can 

be amended or repealed, or new By-Laws adopted, upon 
a two-thirds vote of the members present, the said 
amended, repealed, or new By Laws having been pres-= 
ented at the prevous regular meeting of the Society. 
A change in the By-Laws can only be effected at a 
regular meeting of the Society. 


Section 2. All amendments to these By-Laws shall go 
into effect upon (first day of the month following 
the) official annoucement of the result of such vote.

Grimm, SDNS No. 576, a copy of Sydney P. Noe's two 
Monographs: "The New England and Willow Tree Coin - 
ages of Massachusetts", and the "Pine Tree Coinage 
of Massachusetts", Both were published by the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society, respectfully as Monographs 
No. 102 end 125. We wish to extend our deepest 
thanks to Mr. Grimm for these two excellent additions 
to our Library. 


Having ust this evening completed reading both of 

Mr. Noe's Monographs, I cannot wait to get something 
on paper about them. For this month's column, I will 
choose the first of the two to be written. Mr. Noe 
makes many references to various sections and quota- 
tions in Crosby's "Coins of Colonial America" of 
which we concerned ourselves last month. He does 
this to give his readers some of his thinking as he 
procedes to discuss one part of the massive display 
of the Massachusetts coinage which took place at the 
Museum of the American Numismatic Society in 1942. 
These coins were all photographed while at the museum 
for this show and the pictures were used for plates 
in the book. 


The "N E" or New England issues were the first coins 
struck in the Colony of iiassachusetts. These were 
followed by the group identified as the "Willow Tree" 
coinage. In his text Mr. Noe describes the coins, 
talks about how many dies were made and in what order, 
and of one major "set" of imitations or counterfeits 
of these coins. In the plates (photographs) all of 
the coins discussed are presented for the reader to 
have an easy task of following his discussion. Some 
of the photo's were enlarged for more detailed ex- 
amination.

From The Bookshelf 
The Club has purchased a copy of "Coins of the British 
World" by Robert Friedberg for our Library. This book 
is now available to our members. There are no dona- 
tions to report this month, 


Last Month we talked about a book on the Willow Tree 
Coins of Massachusetts. In May 1961, column, we talk- 
ed about the Oak Tree Coinages of Massachusetts. This 
month we have the third book in this series by Sydney 
P. Noe. This time it is the Pine Tree Coinage of Mas- 
sachusetts, ANS Monograph No. 125. The Pine Tree 
coinage was the last and is the most famous of the 
Massachusetts series of coinage in the 17th century. 
In his book, Mr. Noe describes the chronological se- 
quence of the various die pairs after dutifully des- 
cribing the history behind the design. He also close- 
ly relates his material to that published in the work 
by S. S. Crosby, "Earley Coins of America." Mr. Noe 
takes time to describe some of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the findings of hoards containing this unus- 
ual coin. The coin seems to have been used to afford 
protection from the witches in the era of 1692. To 
find out how this was done, you are going to have to 
check out the book to read for yourself. The author 
also covers the Flans (we call them planchents), the 
engraving quality, and some counterfeits. Eleven pages 
of photographs tops off 48 pages of mighty interesting 
reading on this most famous of all "Colonial" issue of 
Americans. I hope you enjoy reading this volume as 


much as I did.

We have the work of H.M. Severin, "Gold and Platinum 
Coinage of Imperial Russia from 1701 to 1911" now on 
our shelves.

FROM THE BOOKSHFLF - 


We have received a copy of "An Illustrated History of 
United States Coins" by A. Kosoff of FPncino, Calif. 
This volume comes to us as a courtesy of Mr. A. Kosoff, 
SDNS No. 144 for which we are indeed grateful for this 
excellent addition to our Library. 


Mx. Kosoff has prepared in his book a history of U.S. 
coins in pictures in chronological order for the numis- 
matist. with each picture is a short paragraph or two ‘ 
about the coin. In this fashion, the history of our 
coinages is unfolded from 1616 on page five to 1959 on 
page sixty-six. The book is then finished with tables 

of useful data out to page seventy-six. Patterns, ex- 
perimental and trial pieces are included in their right- 
ful places. 


Such a work eas this can easily be expanded to several 
hundred pages without detracting to its basic worth. 
When I first obtained my personal copy and reviewed 
it a few months ago, I somewhat felt a disappointment 
that more genuine informative material was not pre- 
sented with each coin, pattern or trial piece. We can 
remember the amount of material S.S. Crosby presents 
on the coins covered in the first few paves of this 
text. The author does not come close to the data and 
information on the patterns of Dr. Judd yet he seems 
to cover the same area in his fashion. Some of you 
may have read a review of this volume in a recent 
edition of Coin World by Walter Breen. Perhaps both 
Mr. Breen and I are suggesting that ly. Kosoff could 
really make a classic out of this book if he were to 
expand it to about 400 pages and fill them with more 
background informative material about the coins he has 
in this book. He has carefully omitted osrices from 
this volume so the book will not become obsolete with 
the passing of time. The book, as it is, will make an 
excellent addition to the shelf of any who need a 
chronological reference for their hobby. For the be- 
ginning collector, this volume will make an excellent
